Government. They will be monster 16,000- | 
ton vessels of enormous horse power ot 
of a peculiar type, combining the project- 
ile-resisting power of battleships with the 
speed and wide radius of action of cruis- 
ers. They will be delivered fully equipped | 


The remarkable advance in naval archi- 
tecture and construction which 
American-built ships will mark is a well- 
guarded secret, but it is believed that it 
will involve the use of nickel steel of 
great tensile strength, which in machin- 
ery, boilers, frames, &c., will give greater 
power with decreased weight. Mr. Schwab 
guarantees to create vessels of 20 per 
cent. higher efficiency than any now ex- 
isting. 

It is understood that not all the ships 
constructed in America will be built by the 
Bethlehem Steel Company, as the time 
for delivery is a factor, Russia desiring 
that the ships be turned over as early as 
possible. While the Bethlehem Company 
will supply the armor and ordnance, other 
American yards will profit in the con- 
struction of the hulls. 

This is also in accordance with the policy 
of the Admiralty, the Russian authorities 
in placing such a large contract having 
no desire to arouse hostility among rival 
commercial interests in America, the aim 
being not only to take advantage of 
American genius in building up the Rus- 
sian Navy, but distinctly to cultivate 
clorer commercial relations between the 
two countries. 

It is understood that no arrangements 
have as yet been concluded with builders 
in Germany and France for the ships 
which will be constructed in those coun- 
tries.

BANK TELLER KILLS BURGLAR. 


Dangerously Wounded by Rest of 
Gang, but Robbery Is Prevented.

OTTAWA, Ontario, April 26.—A deter- 
mined attempt was made to rob the Mer- 
chants’ Bank at Lancaster early to-day, 
andaas a result of it one robber is dead 
and Herman Von Metzke, the plucky 
young teller who saved the institution 
from being looted, lies dangerously in- 
jured. 

Four men, using a railway tile, smashed 
open the door of the bank and went to a 
rear room where Von Metzke slept. They 
stood over him with drawn revolvers, one 
of them holding a torch improvised for 
the occasion by tying a coat to a stick 
and dipping it in oil, 

When he attempted to rise Von Metzke 
was struck on the head with the butt of 
a revolver. He was only stunned for a 
moment by the blow, and, reaching under 
his pillow, he got his own revolver. 
Holding it close to the body of one of his 
assailants, Von Metzke fired. The burg- 
lar fell to the floor dead. 

The remainder of the gang beat the 
teller into unconsciousness with their 
revolvers and fled. When Von Metzke 
regained his senses he was alone. Weak 
and almost helpless from nine wounds on 
the head, he staggered to the home of Dr. 
Harkness and gave the alarm. 

Several villagers, who were at once 
aroused by the doctor, rushed to the bank. 
The burglars’ torch had set fire to the 
bedding, but the flames were quickly ex- 
tinguished. Half an hour later the body 
of one of the burglars was found near the 
tyrand Trunk Station, whither it had been 
dragged by the rest of the gang. All ‘the 
pockets had been emptied, presumably to 
prevent identification. 

The dead man was about thirty years 
old. He came here a week ago and regis- 
tered at a hotel under the name of J. 
Dickson of St. John, N. B.

There were two important developments 
in the Equitable affair yesterday.

In addition to these two developments 
there was a persistent report in Wall 
Street that the actions already started in 
various States for the appointment of re- 
ceivers for the Equitable would be con- 
verged by an action to be started here 
through the firm of Sullivan & Cromwell, | 


who are said to be in charge of the re- 
ceivership campaign. The report was not 
denied at the office of Sullivan & Crom- 
| well. William Nelson Cromwell said just 
before he started for Washington on the 
Congressional Limited that he ‘ begged 
to be excused from discussing Equitable 
affairs.”’ . 

Various statements have been circulated 
concerning the report of the Frick in- 
vestigating committee. One coming from 
sources antagonistic to James H. Hyde 
had it last night that the committee had

Mackenzie and Mann are 
building the James Bay Railway from 
Toronto to Parry Sound, and they now 
have before Parliament an application for 
a charter to build from a point on the 
James Bay Road to Ottawa.

The clergy taught that there were sixty 
or seventy Virgin Marys, Gorky said, 
adding: “It was sheer polytheism. As 
to dogmatic teaching, it did not exist.” 


SAYS CHRISTIANS MUST LOSE. 


Countess Tolstoi’s View of Why the 
Japanese Are Winning. 


LONDON, Thursday, April 27.—‘‘ But if 
Czars and Generals feel the disgrace of 
peace, then let us mothers of all the 
masses revolt against those slaughters 
which have so rent our hearts.’”’ 

Thus concludes a powerful appeal for 
peace written by Countess Sophie Tolstoy 
to a friend, published in this morning’s 
Times. The letter eloquently describes 
the terrible suffering Russia is enduring 
through the war, maintains that practical- 
ly the whole people condemns the war, 
and says: 

“Pence cannot be a disgrace, as many 
wrongly imagine. A lost war is not a dis- 
grace, but a misfortune.

BONAPARTE ON ELECTIONS| 


Gives as Illustration Laws Passed in 
Maryland to Perpetuate Power 
of One Party. 





If the recommendations of William H. 
Maxwell, Superintendent of Schools, who 
spoke before the National Municipal 
League yesterday, are carried out a 
course of instruction in municipal affairs 
will be established not only in New York 
schools, but all over the country. Dr. 
Maxwell, who submitted the report of the 
Committee on Instruction, says that 
“moral and civic instruction should per- 
meate the whole school life of the child,” 
though he holds that “no municipal sub- 
ject under discussion, on which many 
opinions exist and which remains un- 
settled, should be a subject for school in- 
struction.” 

“It would seem to be desirable,” Dr. | 
Maxwell continues, “to include among 
the aims of the school some positive and| 
constructive work for civic betterment, | 
something which would broaden the! 
thought of the pupils as to social needs, 
force them to exercise their judgment in 
planning school and neighborhood im- 
provements, and train them to form some 
business habits in carrying out such a/| 
plan.”’ 

The report then outlines a systematic | 
course of instruction in civics as follows: | 

‘In the sixth year, a simple reading 
book on the subject will set the civic 
ideas (obtained in the elementary grades) 
In the seventh year may be a 
review and a comparative enrichment. 
In the eighth year follows a sketch of the 
activities and mechanism of State and 
National government, with a short in- 
tense study of the municipality, its de- 
partments, officers, and ideals. Such, 
made luminous by the teacher, seems a 
sufficient presentation of the subject. 

Dr. Maxwell told of how the Committee} | 
on Instruction had sent out questions to 
200 cities all over the country, and how 
only 120 answers were received. From 
west of the Mississippi only five replies 
came. The replies, he said, indicated that 
very little instruction in municipal affairs 
is given. 

“No city,”’ said the Superintendent, 
‘‘has an ideal school system. New York 
has not; Philadelphia has not. The ques- 
tion of whether execfitive power shall be | 
concentrated seems not to be settled. In 
New York our system, so far as concen- | 
tration is concerned, is good—if we have 
a good Mayor. If the Mayor is not desir- 
able, his influence is baneful. No muni- 
cipal subject under discussion should be 


a subject for instruction. For illustra- 
tion, I might mention the question of mu- 
nicipal ownership. There is no generrally 
agreed opinion on that and similar ques- 
tions. The varied views of the teachers 
would only serve to confuse the young 
mind. 

‘“‘It seems to be the first duty of the 
teacher in elementary or High Schools, 
so far as municipal affairs are concerned, 
10 encourage the child to be a close ob- 
server of acutal conditions. For in- 
stance, the pupil should study how the 
dock system is managed, how the streets 
are cared for, how the Police and Fire 
Departments work is conducted, how traf- 
fic is controlled at concentrated points of 
travel, &c. Thus the child would be 
trained not only to learn something, but 
to observe. The latter faculty—that of ob- 
servation—is not the least important. 

“One of the important things to be 
taught in the schools to-day is_ this: 
Honesty is honesty in public as well as in 
private life, and dishonesty is dishonesty

| GERMANY.T0- DENOUNCE: 
TRADE TREATY WITH US 


America Not to Benefit by Em- 
pire’s New Conventions. 


TARIFF WAR IS THREATENED! 


Berlin Government Would Make New | 
Agreement, but Would Demand 
More Than It Gets Now. 


BERLIN, April 26.—The German Gov- 
ernment, preparatory to excluding the | 
United States from the privileges of the 
new reciprocity treaties signed recently 
with seven European States, has os 
notified the American Government that 
the tariff agreement between Germany 
and the United States of July 10, 1900, 
will terminate on March 1, 1906, the day 
the new treaties go into effect, but that 
Germany stands ready to negotiate a 
reciprocity treaty with the United States. 

This notification, made by Foreign Sec- 
retary von Richthofen on March 14, after 
a decision made by the Cabinet, said that 
the treaties concluded with Russia, Italy, | 
Belgium, Switzerland, Austria-Hungary, 
Roumania, and Servia “‘form a new basis” 
(so reads the text) ‘‘for the commercial 
relations of Germany, and the Imperial | 
Government holds itself prepared to enter 
into negotiations for the conclusion of a 
new commercial treaty with the United | 
States.”’ 

The German view, as held in the For-| 
eign Office and in the Ministry of the 
Interior, is that the United States cannot | 
reasonably expect to share special bene- | 
fits given by Germany to certain Euro- | 
pean States in exchange for other specific 
tariff reductions. Should the United | 
States have the same advantages with- 
out giving anything in return, the treaty 
countries could justly complain that they 
were in effect discriminated against, be- | 
cause from them certain things were ex- 
acted by bargain which were freely given 
to the United States. But if the United 
States desires to take up the general tariff 
question and arrange a reciprocal agree- | 
ment, Germany will be very glad to do| 
60. Otherwise Germany’s new general | 
tariff, which also goes into effect on} 
March 1, 1906, will be applied to imports | 
from the United States. 

The Government in terminating the pres- | 
ent modus vivendi has done what the | 
Agrarians have steadily asked for since | 
the new commercial treaties were con- | 
cluded. Public opinion in Germany has | 
a’so been fully prepared for the Govern- | 
ment’'s act by publications of the Commer- | 
cial Treaty Association and the Central | 
European Industrial League, and the ar- | 
ticles in the principal financial periodicals | 
written by persons connected with the | 
Ministry of the Interior. 

The inspired Cologne Gazette only yes- | 
terday contained an editorial article on 
the necessity for a readjustment of the | 
tariff relations betweéin Germany and the 
United States. 

Washington has not yet replied to Ger- 
many’s proposal. 








WASHINGTON, April 26.— It is admit- 
ted at the State Department that pour- 
pariers have been in progress for the last | 
three months between the American Em- 
bassy at Berlin and the German Foreign | 
Office respecting the effect upon the ex-| 
isting reciprocity agreement between | 
America and Germany of the new trade | 
treaties concluded between Germany and 
the various European countries,’ but so 
far the department has not been notified 
that the German Government has decided | 
toterminate-the existing arrangement. 

The effect of a formal declaration of 
that kind would be very serious, it is 
feared, and the American Ambassador at | 
Berlin is now engaged on a most difficult | 
and complex task. 

If the present arrangement is denounced 
and no substitute is found, the United | 
States and Germany may soon become in- 
volved in a tariff war which would cer- 
tainly prove disastrous to one or both. 

The situatioin at this moment is 
follows: 

In July, 1900, a reciprocity arrangement |

Germany under Section 3 of the Dingley | 
Act, whereby, in return for a reduction | 
of duty on German argols, brandies, still |

entered into new conventions with those | 
countries, changing the tariff rates, and | 
is disposed to refuse the United States | 
the benefit of the special rates under | 
the Dingley convention. 

The State Department holds that the | 
new conventions are really nothing more | 
than amendments of the original trea- | 
ties. Correspondence is now going on to | 
clear up this difference of view. 

In the background is a well recognized | 
purpose on the part of the German Gov- | 
ernment to cause the United States great- | 
ly to cnlarge the list of articles named in | 
the Dingley agreement, but as these are | 
especially limited in the Dingley act, that 
object can be attained only by the nego- 
tiation of an entirely new reciprocity 
treaty. 

If the German Government denounces 
the present agreement the United States 
must either conclude a reciprocity treaty | 
or submit to the withdrawal of the most ! 
favored nation privilege and the imposi- | 
tion on American imports into Germany | 
of maximum tariff rates, which in many | 
cases will be practically prohibitive, and | 
will probably cause such an outcry from | 
the great exporting interests of this coun- |} 
try as will force Congress to retaliatory | 
legislation, and mark the beginning of a | 
great tariff war. 

If Ambassador Tower is finally im-| 
Pressed with the soundness of the Ger- 
man contention respecting the inapplica- 
bility of the existing arangement to the 
new European treaties, and proceeds to | 
draft a reciprocity treaty the issue will | 
be transferred squarely to the United 
States Senate at its next session. This 
outcome, it is stated, is probable.

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CHINESE IMMIGRANT PROBLEM 


Negotiations Between Peking and 
Washington Temporarily at End. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—Negotiations 
between the United States and China for 


ja treaty restricting the immigration of 


Chinese to this country have practically 
been abandoned. It has been found im- 
possible by the representatives of the 
two Governments to agree as to many of 
the terms of the proposed treaty. 

The whole subject is being held in abey- 


|ance until W. W. Rockhill, the recently 


appointed Minister to China, arrives in 
Peking. 

When Wu Ting-Fang was Minister here 
he made an exhaustive study of the Chi- 
nese immigration question. He always 
maintained the injustice of the American 
restrictions on the immigration of Chi- 
nese. In China he is now in a position to 
make it difficult, if not impossible, to 
negotiate a treaty unless the convention 
contains certain provisions for which the 
Chinese Government contends. 

China is anxious to obtain in the pro- 
posed treaty liberal definitions of the 
terms ‘‘merchants,’’ “ travelers,’’ and 
“students.’’ These classes are now ad- 
mitted to this country, but the restric- 


tions thrown around 
severe. The immigration authorities urge 
the necessity for such restrictions because 
Chinese officials, in 
many instances, of fraudulent certificates 
indicating that coolles are students or 


merchants. 

It is not absolutely necessary, in. the 
opinion of some of this Government’s 
officials, that a treaty on the subject of 
immigration be negotiated with China. 


Unless the United States can have incor- 


porated in the convention what it wants |

Other officials, however, think the law 
as it stands at present may be open to 
successful legal attack.

‘Some Go to Jersey, Others Else- 
where to Evade Taxes, He Says. 


NO STOCK EXCHANGE BACKING 


| Action of Its Governors May Be Un- 
favorable to Jersey City Project 
—To Open on June 1. 


ALBANY, April 26—The attention of 
Gov. Higgins was called this afternoon to 
published accounts of the project to estab- 
lish a Stock Exchange in Jersey City and 
to inferences that it is a direct outcome of 
the enactment of the law taxing the trans- 
fer of shares of stock. The Governor sald: 

“Some people go to Rhode Island, some 

to the Berkshire Hills, and some to New 
Jersey, to evade taxation in this State. 
Some come into this State from other 
States for the same purpose. There are 
those who have mortgages made out to 
their cousins, their uncles, and their aunts 
residing in other States and then have as- 
signments made back to themselves, which 
are not recorded. Others, yet more bold, 
walk brazenly up to the Assessor’s office 
|}and commit perjury to evade taxation. 
' «There seems to be a percentage of peo- 
ple in every State who are able in some 
way to satisfy their consciences suffi- 
ciently to justify them, to themselves, in 
beating the State or the Government. 
Such appear to have no conception of the 
benefits which they derive from civilized 
government.” 

‘Are we to infer that you regard this 
New Jersey move as of that sort?” the 
Governor was asked. 

‘“T am not answering that question,” 
replied the Governor with a smile. 

The Governor said to-day that Senator 
Page had spoken to him last evening con- 
cerning his bill, introduced this morning, 
to place a stamp tax on mortgages at 
the rate of cents for each $100 of 
valuation of the instrument, this tax not 
to abrogate the local tax which is now 
imposed on mortgages as personal prop- 
erty. The Governor said he told the 
Senator he feared that a bill of that 
| character would be imposing double tax- 
ation on that class of securities. 

“Any additional burden on the es- 
tates of widows and orphans in the line 
of mortgage taxation,’’ added the Gov- 
ernor, ‘‘ would be decidedly unfair.”

The latter is acting as 
Secretary pro tem. for the new Exchange. 
Mr. Hawley said yesterday that many 
men not connected with the Consolidated 
| Exchange had signified their desire to be- 
come identified with the new Exchange. 
About 150 applications for membership 
are said to have been received so far. The 
price of membership will be $500 up to 
May 1, and after that date new regula- 
tions will take effect. The committee is 
to meet next week to consider further 
plans of organization. 

Governors of the Stock Exchange, while 
they did not wish to be quoted as repre- 
senting the Board of Governors as a 
whole, expressed themselves yesterday 
as opposed to such a movement. Should 
the Isxxchange in Jersey actually begin 
business it was intimated tat the Gov- 
ernors might be called upon to make 
some ruling regarding the relations of 
New York Stock Exchange members with 
the Exchange across the river. It was 
suggested by several Stock Exchange 
|} mernbers that such a rule would hardly 

be favorable to the project and that prob- 

ably members of the Exchange would be 
prohibited from dealing with members 
of the Jersey Exchange. Some of the 

Governors expressed the opinion that the 

opening of an Exchange across the river 

merely for the purpose of avoiding the 
tax would open the door to all kinds of 
irregularities.

{transaction of 100 shares the new Ex- 
|change will charge only $6.25.

Assembly Votes for Changes—Author 


Asks for Conference.

ALBANY, April 26. — The 
amendments to the excise law having for 
their object suppression of Raines law 
hotels were passed in the Assembly to- 
day with 81 votes. The Assembly 
amendment, making it applicable to all 
hotels, is unsatisfactory to Senator 
Raines, and he will ask for a conference. 

Attacks on the bill were made by 
Minority Leader Palmer of Schoharie; 
Tompkins, Fifth New York; Wagner, 
Thirtieth New York; La Fetra Eighteenth 
New York; Dale, Fifteenth Kings, and 
McManus, Fifteenth New York. Plank, 
First St. Lawrence and Burnett of On- 
tario defended the bill. 

Mr. Tompkins declared that the bill was 
retroactive and that it sought to con- 
fiscate property and placed dangerous 
|power in the hands of an unscrupulous 
| officer.

WITH RECORDING STAMP 


Senator Page Injects New Bill 
Into Mix-Up at Albany. 


STRANAHAN AIDS HIGGINS 


Governor Calls In Collector to Perfect 
Substitute Measure—It Will Be 
Introduced To-morrow. 


Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, April 26.—A Mortgage and 
| Conveyance Recording Tax bill along en- 
tirely different lines from the administra- 
tion was introduced as somewhat of a 
surprise to the leaders to-day. 

It provides for a tax of 25 cents on each 
$100 in all mortgages or deeds of convey- 
ance, to be paid by affixing stamps. There 
is no provision for exemption of mort- 
gages from local taxation. Senator Page 
said he received the measure from the 
allied real estate interests which have 
opposed the one before the Governor. It 
would raise $1,250,000 from deeds alone in 
New York and $1,500,000 on a total mort- 
gage value of $450,000,000 a year. At least 
$1,000,000 would be raised outside the city. 

In discussing it this evening, the Gov- 
ernor said: 

““It' seems to me that Senator Page's 
bill would be imposing double taxation. 
An additional burden on the estate of 
widows and orphans in the line of mort- 
gage taxation would be decidedly unfair.” 

Collector Stranahan, author of several 
mortgage tax bills, came here to-day and 
spent several nours with the Governor's 
legal advisers in going over the pending 
Mortgage Tax bill with a view to draft- 
ing a perfected measure. Chairman Lewis 
of the Senate Committee sald to-day he 
thought the new bill would be ready for 
introduction on Friday, and both he and 
Senator Raines expressed confidence that 
the measure would be passed. 


FOR PROBATION LAW INQUIRY. 


Assembly Also Passes Bill ore 





Local Hospital Boards.

ALBANY, April 26.—The Assembly to- 
day passed a bill calling for the appoint- 
ment of a commission of fifteen to in- 
vestigate the probation system. 

Senator Allds’s bill abolishing State 
| boards of visitation for hospitals and 
|restoring the local boards of manage- 
| ment was passed and now goes to the 
Governor. The boards are to be of seven 
members each, two of them women, ap- 
pointed y the Governor.

GLADDEN STILL PROTESTS. 





Addresses a Secret Meeting of Minis- 
ters Concerning Rockefeller Gifts. 


BOSTON, April 26.—Dr. Washington 
Gladden of Columbus, Ohio, Moderator of 
the General Council of Congregational 
Churches of the United States, was the 
principal speaker at a secret meeting to- 
day ‘of Congregational ministers, protest- 
ing against acceptance in future of any 
gift from John D. Rockefeller. 

To-night this was issued by the Rev. 
H. W. Gleason, Secretary of the commit- 
tee: 

‘““A meeting of Congregational minis- 
ters, representing different parts of New 
England at Young's Hotel this afternoon, 
at the invitation of the Committee of 
Twenty in the matter of the recent pro- 
test against the acceptance of the Rocke- 
feller gift to the American Board, to meet 
Dr. Washington Gladden of Columbus, 


Ohio, and to confer’ regarding further 
action. Very encouraging reports were re- 
ceived from various parts of the country, 
Dr. Gladden speaking especially of the 
Middle West, showing a marked increase 
of public sentiment in favor of the pro- 
testants’ position. 

‘* Measures were adopted looking toward 
an extensive campaign to be immediately 
undertaken.” 

Dr. Gladden said that he was not pre- 
pared at present to make reply to Starr 
J. Murphy, an attorney for John 
Rockefeller, who has stated that alle- 
gations made by Dr. Gladden were un- 
true. Dr. Gladden said: 

“As soon as I can secure certain docu- 
ments, which will prove the justice of 
my position when I _ stated that Mr. 
Rockefeller had denied his connection with 
the notorious South Improvement Com- 
pany, I shall reply to Mr. Murphy’s state- 
ment,” 

The American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions to-day gave out a 
statement to the effect that since the 
board began its operations in 1810 it has 
raised and used for missionary work 
nearly $36,000,000. The board is making 
preparations for the observance of its 
centennial In 1910.

ARREST FOR DEATH IN VAT. 


Man’s Skeleton Was Found a Week 
Ago in Brooklyn Chemical Plant.

At the instance of Capt. Reynolds of the 


| Fifth 


Avenue Police Station, Brooklyn, 
Gustav Libenz, one of the workmen in 
the plant of the Tartar Chemical Com- 
pany, 65 Ninth Street, Brooklyn, was ar- 
rested yesterday charged with having 
murdered Theodore Von Grofsky, whose 
skeleton was found in one of the large 
vats in the plant used for mixing chem- 
icals, 

Capt. Reynolds, after he and Coroner 
Flaherty viewed the place where the 
man’s body was found a week ago, ad- 
mitted that he had been unable to get any 
direct evidence of murder, but he de-| 
clared that there were many suspicious | 
circumstances surrounding the death of | 
the man and his subsequent discovery by 
Libenz. 

It was supposed that the man had fallen 


to the vat accidentally, but the officers of 
the company declare that the vat is so 
constructed that it would be almost im- 
possible for a man to fall in. Von Grofsky 
and Libenz belonged to the night force in 
the factory. Libenz and Joseph Schmidt, 
who is being held as a witness, were vat 
attendants, and von Grofsky worked on 
a lower floor. 

Capt. Reynolds said that during the 
evening of Saturday, April 15, Von Grof- 
sky was called on to do some work on 
the vat. He passed Libenz and Schmidt, 
and a moment later Schmidt went ont. 
When he returned Von Grofsky had dis- 
appeared.

Hovered Near After Leaving Child 
Marked Marie Louise Ackerman. 





DODGED THROUGH DRUG STORE 


| Several Persons Noticed Him and Po- 
| lice Have Clues—Little Foundling 
Christened at Bellevue. 


Detectives of the One Hundredth Street 
Station made several discoveries last night 
which may establish the identity of the 
baby found at the corner of Eighty-eighth 
Street and Columbus Avenue on Tuesday 
night, tagged with the name “ Marie 
Louise Ackerman” and the address 
‘West Eighty-eighth Street, N. Y.’’

CORTELYOU’S NEW ORDER 
AGAINST MAIL FRAUDS 


Inspectors Not to Wait for Vic- 
tims to Complain. 


MUST FORESTALL SWINDLERS 


Concerns Advertising to Give Some- 
thing for Nothing Will Be Prompt- 
ly Investigated. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 26.—Postmaster 
Jeneral Cortelyou has made a change in 
the method of proceeding against fraudu- 
lent concerns using the mails which is 
likely to materially curtail the operations 
of that class of business. It has been the 
custom of the department to take no 
initial action against such fraudulent 
concerns until victims complain and fur- 
nish facts and data upon which the pos- 
tal authorities may proceed. In many 
cases the victims hesitate to make com- 
plaint through fear of publicity, and thus 
the get-rich-quick concerns are enabled 
to continue the use of the mails for long 
periods without detection or hindrance. 

The Postmaster General believes it is 
the duty of the department to prevent 
the mails being used to deceive and swin- 
dle the.public, and that its officers should 
not wait until those who have been made 
the victims shall furnish evidence that 
the mails are being used to further 
fraud. He has directed that the Post 
Office Inspectors shall in future make In- 
vestigation into any business that is be- 
ing advertised under such inducements 
as to lead to the suspicion that the pub- 
lic is to be defrauded. 

Hereafter the advertising columns of 
certain. newspapers will be carefully 
scanned by Post Office Inspectors, and in 
cases where it is believed promises are 
put forth that cannot be made good under 
the ordinary methods of honest business, 
fraud orders will issue or the parties will 
be summoned to explain their methods. 


Mr. Cortelyou holds that any concern 
that advertises to give something of value 
for nothing, or for a relatively small 
sum, is fraudlulent, and that it is the duty 
of the postal officials to protect the mails 
from such fraudulent use. 


HELD HER FOR MAIL FRAUDS. 


Philadelphia Woman Charged with 
Conducting Work-at-Home Swindle. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 26.—Charged 
with conducting a fraudulent concern 
Belle Wilson, head of the Wilson Sign 
Company, 608 Walnut Street, was ar- 
raigned before United States Commission- 
er Bell to-day and held for a hearing 
next Saturday, 

The United States District Attorney's 
office recommended the issuance of a 
fraud order against the concern. Post 
Office Inspector James H. Wardle testi- 
fied that ‘‘ The Wilson Sign Company is 
a work-at-home swindle, victimizing girls 
and women all over the country.” 

Applicants were supplied at a cost of 
$1.10 with material for making small card 
board signs. If the signs were satisfac- 


tory the company agreed to purchase 
them at the rate of $2.50 a hundred. It 
is said none of the signs was accepted by 
the company. 


FEW HUNGRY AT SCHOOL. 


Committee Finds, However, That Many 
Are Improperly Fed.

The report says the statement that 70,- 
000 children go to school breakfastless or 
hungry is not supported by facts. The 
committee adds that the number of chil- 
dren who are underfed is comparatively 
small, and that there is no reason for 
alarm. 

The report further says that under- 
feeding or lack of nourishment is due 


more to the fact that food is not properly 
prepared or that it is not nourish te than 
to poverty. This phase of the difficulty 
was referred to the Health Commissioner.

Cheers Greet Defense of Inter- 
borough Men at Boston. 


FAVORS TRADE AGREEMENTS | 


Wonder Is That Unions Make So Few | 
Mistakes, He Says at a Civic 
Federation Dinner. 


BOSTON, April 26.—At the first annual 
banquet of the Civic Federation of New 
England, a branch of the National Civic 
Federation, at the Quincy House to-night, 
August Belmont, President of the Na- 
tional Federation, aroused enthusiasm by 
entering a defense for the strikers in the 
recent trouble with the Interborough Rail- 
road Company. Not one of the men now 
under indictment in New York for inter- 
fering with the operation of trains, he 
said, was a‘striker. He declared: 

‘““At a time when I had’ no expectation | 
of being honored as the President of the 
National Civic Federation I expressed | 
myself, solely as an employer, in favor of 
trade agreements. I again declare for it. 
I maintain that trade agreements afford a 
practical method toward the establish- 
ment of industrial peace. 

“Such an agreement, cautiously and 
deliberately entered upon, becomes bind- 
ing upon the honor of every individual 
affected, as well as upon each body, | 
whether company or union, as a whole. 

‘‘We must bear in mind that the union | 
labor movement is an evolution., I hold 
that it is to the credit of organized labor | 
that the faults are not more numerous. 

‘‘I am not one of those who would cite 
an occasional broken contract, either by 
employers or by labor, as an argument 
against the trade agreement. Rather 
would I point to the encouraging record 
of honorable observance and successful 
operations as a vindication of the good 
faith and common sense of both em- 
ployers and wage-earners.” 

Samuel Gompers, President of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, who followed, 
said that employers had violated agree- 
ments with labor ten times to every vio- 


lation of labor. He added: 

“No intelligent employer will enter into 
an agreement with an individual work- 
man. The best results can be obtained 
only by dealing with employes as a body.”

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Children’s School Bags Not Dutiable | 
as Woven Fabrics. 

In a’ decision written by General Ap- 
praiser Lunt, the Board of United States 
Appraisers yesterday overruled a claim 
made by Theodore Ollesheimer & Broth- 
ers of New York, and held that school 
bags composed of cotton and jute, with a 
design in worsted yarn are dutiable under 
the provision in the Dingley tariff for 
manufactures of jute, at the rate of 33 
cents per pound and 50 per cent. ad va- 
lorem. Several claims were made by the 
importers for lower duty, of the| 
claims being that the bags included 
within the meaning of the term ‘ woven 
fabrics ’’’.as used in the tariff law. 

General Appraiser Sharretts wrote a de- 
cision denying claims made by Pitt & 
Scott of this city relative to the duty ap- 
plicable to insulators. Collector Strana- 
han adopted a report from Apprai 
Whitehead to the effect that the artic 
are dutiable as manufactures of porce] 
at the rate of 55 per cent. ad valorem 
The importers set up the claim that thx 
insulators were composed of “earthy o 
mineral substances,’’ and as such dutia 
ble at only 35 per cent. Mr. Sharrett 
says that in the absence of testimony re- 
butting the Appraiser’s statement, the 
Collector's classification is presumed to 
be correct. 

In another decision by Mr. Sharretts the 
contention of A. Steinhardt & Brother of 
New York relative to the classification of 
glass and metal beads is sustained and 
the Collector of Customs at New York 
is ordered to reliquidate the entries in ac- 
cordance with the General Appraiser's 
finding. The beads were strung on strands 
of cotton or silk threads, each bead being 
separately looped and securely held in 
place apart from the other: The board 
holds that the Collector erred in consider- 
ing the articles *‘ beads’”’ at 6) per cent., 
and directs him to reliquidate the entries 
at the rate of 45 per cent. as manufact- 
ures of glass and metal.

SMOKE IN NEW YORK. 


A memorial to the Mayor, prepared 
by direction of Mr. CHARLES T. BAR- 
NEY, whose interest in the mattef ap- 
pears to be that of a public-spirited 
citizen, deals with the nuisance of coal 
smoke in New York in a very practical 
and sensible fashion. Its leading prop- 
osition is one entirely susceptible of 
demonstration in practice, that even 
with soft coal the smoke nuisance is 
the result of unskillful or careless stok- 
ing, and that there are appliances 
which will reduce the nuisance to neg- 
ligible proportions, if not wholly cor- 
rect it. This view of the matter is 
sound and reasonable. Of the efforts 
which have been made in most in- 


|; stances to suppress the smoke nui- 


sance the memorial says with much 
truth: 


Seventeen American cities now have in 
force ordinances against smoke nuisance, 
and in every one of these the pursuit of 
violators has been hampered by mis- 
taken economic considerations to such an 
extent that in many localities the en- 


| forcement of the ordinances has degen- 


erated into a mere trade fight between 
the so-called hard and soft coal interests. 
Nowhere has the development of this 
peculiar phase of the crusade been plain- 
er than at the port of New York. Men- 
tion of this fact is here made for the pur- 
pose of early fixing in mind that the 
amount of smoke is in no way related 
to the softness or the hardness of the 
coal used in furnaces. Some soft coal 
properly stoked is practically without 
smoke; some hard coal, no matter how 
stoked, is offensive. 


Tue Times has tried to impress upon 
the officials responsible that a crusade 
against bituminous coal, as such, was 
a mistake. The authorities have no 
right to say to any one that he may 
burn one kind of fuel and may not 


burn another kind. They have a per- 


| fect right to say that whatever fuel 


is burned shall be without nuisance. 
When this is insisted upon those who 
want to burn soft coal will find out 
how to do it inoffensively. Investi- 
gations made within the past few years 
all point to the conclusion that even 
with soft coal the smoke nuisance is 
entirely susceptible of control. As the 
report referred to very truthfully says: 

The testimony is unanimous that with 
care in stoking and the use of proper 
apparatus the smoke nuisance can be 
diminished. The trade rivalry between 
the soft and hard coal interests is re- 
sponsible for the misleading idea, dili- 
gently proclaimed, that smoke is an in- 
separable adjunct of soft coal and that 
hard coal is altogether free from it. 

Into this mistake the local Board of 
Health has fallen. The provision of 
the Sanitary Code relating to smoke is 
all right as it is: 

Nor shall any such owner, lessee, ten- 
ant, occupant, Superintendent, manager, 
engineer, fireman, or any other person 
cause or suffer or allow smoke to escape 
or be discharged from any such building, 
place, or premises or from any engine 
or locomotive used therein or thereon. 

This is all that is required, but un- 
fortunately the issue has been obscured 
in many instances by prosecutions for 
the use of soft coal, which is not forbid- 
den and should not be. The result is 
shown in Mr. Barney's memorial to 
the Mayor. In their last analysis the 
tables indicate that of 1,290 cases dis- 
covered in three years 176 were pros- 
ecuted and only 10 convictions were 
had. If violations of the code had been 
looked for, as many might have been 
found in a month as were officially dis- 
covered in three years. The tower of 
Tup New York Trues Building offers 
an excellent vantage for the study of 
the smoke problem of New York. 
From its windows one looking in any 
direction over the roofs of the business 
buildings and dwellings of the city may 
note from a dozen to a hundred stacks 
discharging smoke of @ very black, 
fog-creating, and offensive kind, to 
the damage of property in brick and 
stone and merchandise, if not to health. 
The evil is controllable by very simple 
means, but will be found impossible of 
control if its regulation is undertaken 
as a means of protecting this market 
for anthracite as against ‘the invasion 
of bituminous coal, or on the plea that 
it creates a nujsance “dangerous to 
life or detrmimental to health.”

It is | 
probable that these are the very pavement 
bricks upon which the Pilgrims knelt in 
prayer before the embarkation. The build- 
ing fund, swollen by the amount of $25,000 
recently paid in from the Treasury of the 
Commonwealth, has now reached the sum 
of about $52;000, and it is constantly in- 
creasing. It is desired to raise the Cull sum 
of $100,000 before beginning to build. Much 
interest is felt in this project, not only 
throughout the region of the Cape, from 
Plymouth to Provincetown, but in all 
parts of the country. Several subscrip- 
tions have lately been received from the 
Pacific Coast.’’ Having promised not to 
deride or even to jest at this use of the 
dubious bricks, we should feel compunc- 
tion in questioning whether it would be

FIREPROOFING OF WOOD. 


Strenuous Objection to the Wholesale 
Criticisms Recently Made. 
Zo the Lditor of The New York Timea: 

Your article to-day on the fireproofing 
of wood, &c., aims to support the claims 
of a few builders and architects advanced 
against a section of the Code of Building 
Laws which was introduced under one of 
the most satisfactory administrations of 
the BuiNing Department of New York. 

Section 105, requiring that all 


in height and over, was adopted after 
most careful consideration and innumer- 
able tests. There is ample proof in the 
city that almost all wood may be ren- 
dered thoroughly and permanently fire- 


proof. The whole question is one of prop- |}

Broadway. The wood trim throughout 
this building was fireproofed about eight 
years ago, and to-day the owners declared 
that they know it is as fireproof as it was 
at the first. But this wood was treated 
by the pioneer of the fireproofing of wood. 

The objection to Section 105 has arisen 
chiefly through the imposition of imitat- 
ors who have taken advantage of the un- 
fortunate weakness for graft in connec- 
tion with building construction, and it is 
to be hoped that Mr. Jerome will con- 
tinue his investigation of buildings which 
are under condemnation by the Building 
Department. 

There is only one process so far of ren- 
dering wood fireprdof, which has stood all 
tests and exactions and never been under 
condemnation by the Building Depart- 
ment, and the inventor deserves due cred- 
it instead of being classed with fakirs 
whose product is worthless. 

This inventor of the original process 
showed the writer to-day contracts re- 
ceived from the United States Govern- 
ment amounting to several thousand dol- 
lars for fireproofed wood during the past 
month. To say that the Government has 
abandoned the use of fireproof wood is 
certainly wrong.

SCHOOL TEACHERS’ PENSIONS. 


Reasons for Opposition to the Cooper 
Pension Bill. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The Cooper Pension bill, now before the 
Mayor, provides so many objectionable 
features to teachers that it would seem 
that every teacher would make written 
protest at once. 

1. Every teacher will be forced to sur- 
render 1 per cent. of his salary, whether 
he ever expects to become a pensioner or 
not. 

2. This enforced contribution is wholly 
unnecessary, as all pensioners are now 
amply paid, with a large excess in the 
Retirement Fund. 

3. This payment is unjust, because it not 
only vitiates the right of a citizen to in- 
vest his money as he chooses, but it also 
collects a fund which at best can only be 
of use to less than 10 per cent. of the 
contributors. 

4. This pension fund will be wholly in- 
adequate to pay for the time of sick 
teachers who may be absent, as the grad- 
uated and increased pensions provided by 
the bill will exhaust the 1 per cent. fund.

5. A certain body of teachers will have 
its pension annuities ralsed 20 per cent. 

6. If this bill should become a law the 
principle that teachers shall be taxed to 
support pensions will be established. 

7. If 1 per cent. Is inadequate, 2 and 
8 per centages may be demanded, as in 
the case of the police. 

If teachers wish to save the profession 
from the blight of this bill they should 
write to the Mayor at once.

Sir Harry Johnson on Liberia. 

Sir Harry Johnson, the well-known African 
explorer and author, told the Royal Geograph- 
ical Society in London the other evening some 
things he knows about Liberia, the black man's 
republic in West Africa. 

What he said, according to the report pub- 
lished in The London Times, throws a certain 
light upon the tracts published by the Negro 
Colonization Society. He stated that apart 
from hematite iron, which appeared to exist 
nearly everywhere, there were traces of: gold 
in the mud of the rivers, and native stories 
asserted the existence of alluvial gold in the 
Mandingo uplands beyond the forest region. 
Lead had been discovered recently in the 
Kelipo country in Eastern Liberia, and zine 


forests contained most of the West African 
timber trees. The wealth of the forest in india- 
rubber-producing trees, vines, and bushes was 
without parallel in any other part of Africa, 
unless it were found In one or two small areas 
of the Congo basin. Beyond the forest region 
a park-like country was entered. Elephants 
| were abundant all over Liberia; in fact, many 
of the paths through the forest were little 
else than elephant tracks. In the central parts 
of Liberia, within the Hmits of the forest, 
there was no doubt that cannibalism prevailed. 
Nowhere in Liberia had he noticed any race 
of negroes wholly naked, either among men or 
women. If it were compared with other parts 
of West Africa, he was of opinion that Liberia 
was less unhealthy for the European than 
| Sierra Leone, the Ivory Coast, the Gold Coast, 
and Lagos. From the European point of view 
| perhaps the most healthy part of Liberia was 
the northern half, and from all accounts it 
will be the Mandingo plateau that Europeans 
would prefer for their trading or mining set- 
tlements.

It is tn- 
tended to make long voyages at a moderate 
speed by varying the ascensional force of the 
balloon so ag to combat its caprices without 
the aid of ballast. His plan is not to expand 
or contract the gas by Heat, but to employ & 
mixed balloon, partly gaseous, partly of the 
Montgolfier type, in which the ascensional 
force is varied by change of temperature of 
heated air. The vertical equilibrium of the 
balloon can thus be re-established by means 
of a small quantity of combustible matter 
giving off smoke or heated fumes. The idea 
is not new, but it can be carriedvout now with 
less ris« of setting fire to the gas bag. 

The new balloon has an ovoid varnished silk 
eas beg 10 meters long and 14% meters thick 
in the middie. It holds about 1,902 cubic meters 
of gas, and from Its under side, at the middle, 
rrojects downward an egg cup or pear-shaped 
pocket of varnished cotton 171 cubic meters in 
capacity, which is virtually a small Montgolfier 

Petrol burners inside the Montgolfier 
heat and so dilate the air in it accord- 
requirements. The burners are seven 
meters below the gas bag, so there ts little 
chance of its catching fire. The balloon will 
be driven by a motor and a helix capable of 
orientation, so as to serve for steering as well 
as propelling it. The speed is expected to be 
some three to four meters a second.
